The value of rela­ 
tively small w ater areas surround­ 
ed by fields in the Conservation 
Commission’s game management 
program is being dem onstrated <>n 
the 
Boone 
County 
M igratory 
W aterfowl refuge on U. S. High­ 
way No. 63 
between 
Jefferson 
City and Columbia. 
The refuge is not a large 
one, 
consisting of only about four acres 
of w ater and 1,200 acres of land, 
but its value to wildlife can 
be 
seen by nearly any passing motor­ 
ist who during fall 
and 
spring 
months may observe hundreds of 
waterfowl on the refuge. 
Canad­ 
ian geese usually 
make 
up 
the 
flocks of w ater fowl on the place 
but any of the other m igrants may 
stop there in their transcontinent­ 
al trips. 
The geese, however, re­ 
main well 
into 
severe 
winter 
weather and January 1939, 
saw 
two large flocks of 
honkers 
on 
the place. 
When the ponds on 
the 
place 
freeze over the 
geese 
use 
the 
prairie fields w ithin the refuge 
area. 
The birds are given gener­ 
ous helpings of whole corn during 
the periods when natural food is 
difficult to obtain.
